Egyptian sources accompany- 
ing Mr. Sadat on his tour said 
he would urge Mr. Carter to 
come up with new initiatives, 
pressing Israel to give ground 
- on key issues blocking progre- 
ss in the negotiations with Eg- 
ypt, and in effect to "pull off 
a Kissinger” in Middle East 
diplomacy. 

This was a reference to fo- 
rmer Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger, whose shuttle di- 
plomacy brought about Israeli 
concessions that led to tro- 
op disengagement accords in the 
Sinai and on the Golan Heigh- 
ts. 

President Carter this week 
criticised the establishment of 
Jewish settlements on occupied 
territory, calling them illegal 
under die Geneva conventions 
and an obstacle to peace. 

He also said that the Pales- 
tinian issue must be settled "in 
all its aspects” although he 
supports Israel’s refusal to ag- 
ree to the creation of an indep- 
endent Palestinian state oh the 
West Bank 

The Egyptian sources confir- 
med that Mr. Sadat would al- 
so ask Mr. Carter for arms 
on a “gun-for-gun basis” with 
the arms the U-S. has supplied 
to IsraeL '

Archaeology expert 
criticises rationale 
for Shiloh settlement 

TEL AVIV, Feb. 3 (AP). — The controversial Israeli settlement at 
Shiloh, in the occupied West Bank, where Gush Emunim squatters 
say they will participate in an archaeological dig, was criticized 
today by a leading Israeli archaeologist because it is '‘mixing a 
political matter with archaeology.” 

Mr. Benjamin Mazer, former Chairman of Israel's Archaeolo- 
gical Council, told the Hebrew daily Ha’aretz there was no need 
for the project because the site has already been excavated. Other 
members of the council were “utterly astounded,” Ha’aretz said. 

Zv! Slonim, of Gush Emunim, said “We came to Shiloh to 
settle there,” but In the meantime have “agreed to integrate our 
activities with the government's plans to cany out digs.” 

Mr. Slonhn said he did not think his people would be mixing 
politics with archaeology just as they were “not mixing politics 
with the military hi settlements es t ablished at army camps.” 

Many of the Jewish settlements in the West Bank are establi- 
shed in the framework of military bases and are not classified by 
the government as permanent civilian settlements. 

Mr. Slonim said Gush Emunim regard the army simply as 
their “hosts.” He said settling at army camps or archaeological 
sites was “our agreement with the government,” and added that 
“tins is also how the American government likes it.” 

On Monday, President Carter said he had received assurances 
that tiae Shiloh project 18 miles north of Jerusalem was not autho- 
rised as a settlement but as an archaeological excavation she. He 
added that settlements in occupied territory were illegal and an 
obstacle to peace.

A small bomb went off near- 
by yesterday, causing minor 
damage but no casualties. On 
Wednesday, a grenade explo- 
sion in the area killed one per- 
son and wounded 17 others. 


USSR cuts 
money to UNTSO 

UNITED NATIONS, Feb. 3 (R). 
— The Soviet Union said today 
it had again refused to pay 
a full share of the cost of the 
United Nations Truce Supervi- 
sion Organisation in the Middle 
East. 

A Soviet press release also 
warned that a time might co- 
me when Moscow would have 
to reconsider making any pay- 
ment at all towards the up- 
keep of UJ-l. forces, stationed 
in the Sinai peninsula and the 
Golan Heights. 

For the second year run- 
ning, the Russians declined to 
pay their share of expenses co- 
nnected with the additional fu- 
nctions of U.N. forces follow- 
ing the 1975 Egyptian-Israeli 
disengagement agreement. 

The press release said the 
Soviet Union had "nothing to 
do with this agreement”.

MOSCOW, Feb. 3 (R). — So- 
viet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
and South Yemeni Prime Mi- 
nister All Nasser Mohammad 
discussed the conflict between 
Ethiopia and Somalia in the 
Horn of Africa during talks 
here today, Tass news agency 
said. 

Mr. Mohammad, whose co- 
untry is aparrently playing a 
key role in Soviet policy over 
the fighting agreed with Mr. 
Brezhnev on the need for a pe- 
aceful settlement, Tass said. 

Two days ago Mr. Brezhnev 
met Cuban Defence Minister 
Raul Castro in Moscow in wh- 
at observers saw as a move 
to coordinate Soviet, Cuban 
and South Yemeni military aid 
to Ethiopia's Marxist military 
rulers. 

Tass also reported that the 
USSR and South Yemen signed 
an infer-govemmental agreeme- 
nt todav on economic and tech- 
nical cooperation. No details 
were given but the accord pre- 


sumably provided the frame- 
work for Soviet aid to South 
Yemen observers said. 

In his speech Mr. Kosygin 
hinted that more aid was in 
the offing. A great deal had 
been done to make the coope- 
ration between the two countri- 
es more fruitful in recent ye- 
ars. and the Soviet Union .was 
“prepared to go further along 
this way", he said. 

This follows unconfirmed re- 
ports that Saudi Arabia has 
cut off aid to South Yemen. 

The Middle East situation 
was also discussed in the talks, 
which Tass said were held in 
an atmosphere of friendship, 
frankness and mutual underst- 
anding. 

Both nations have condem- 
ned President Anwar Sadat 
for undertaking separate talks 
with Israel but unlike South 
Yemen, Moscow still supports 
the idea of a negotiated settle- 
ment based on the Geneva Mi- 
ddle East peace conference. 


Prospects for Algiers 
summit brighten as

The veiled threats of a pos- 
sible recourse to arms was co- 
ntained in a prepared statem- 
ent read by Algerian Foreign 
Minister Abdel Aziz Bouteflika 
mid-way through the second 
day of the conference. 

The Arab “resistance front”, 
set up at a summit in Tripoli 
on Dec. 5, groups Algeria, Sy- 
ria, the Libyan Jamahiriyah. 
South Yemen and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation. 

Its leaders are meeting here 
to discuss new plans for frus- 
trating what they regard as an 
anti-Arab conspiracy being co- 
nducted by the U.S. and Israel 
with Egyptian compliance. 

The talk* received a boost- 
today with the late arrival of 
Libyan head of state Muammar 
Qadhafi, who failed to attend 
the opening session yesterday. 
But informed sources said he 
had been suffering from a sto- 
mach complaint. 

Algerian officials had expres- 
sed deep disappointment at CoL 
Qadhafi’s absence, which fol- 
lowed an Iraqi decision to boy- 
cott the summit altogether. 

There had been speculation 
that Col. Qadhafi was reluctant 
to attend the summit because 
of an Algerian insistence on 
linking the Arab struggle aga- 
inst Israel with the Algerian- 
sponsored guerrilla struggle 
against the Moroccan and Mau- 
ritanian annexation of the for- 
mer Spanish Sahara. 

Ic was noted that Algerian 
President Hou&ri Bourn edierme 
- - unlike his Foreign Minister 
earlier - - made no reference to 
the Sahara in his opening spe- 
ech to the summit Thursday. 

In an obvious reference to 
President Sadat's peace moves 
with Israel, he said in a brief 
statement at Algiers airport : 
"We have come to reaffirm 
our positions against vain in- 
dividual initiatives.” 

He added that PLO Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat must be 
considered the sole representa- 
tive of the Palestinian people. 

Another fresh arrival at to- 
day's session was George Ha- 
bash. leader of the radical Po- 
pular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine. 

Mr. Habash’s absence yester- 
day had prompted speculation 
of a renewed split between his 
group and the mainline Pales- 
tinian leadership. 

At the Tripoli summit he sat 
beside Mr. Arafat for the first 
time in public since a major 
policy dispute led him to set 
up a Palestinian rejection front 
several years ago. 

The Palestinian delegation 
also included Nayef Hawatmeh 
and Ahmad JibriL who have

Algerian Foreign Minister Bo- 
uteflika told correspondents la- 
te yesterday that President As- 
sad and Mr. Arafat formally 
reiterated to the summit that 
they “never gave any mandate 
to President Sadat to speak in 
their name." 

Without referring to Sadat’s 
imminent visit to Washington, 
Bouteflika added, "so Preside- 
nt Sadat has no mandate to 
speak either for Syria or for 
the Palestinian people. I stress 
this fact For the attention of 
the international community and 
particularly of President Sadat’s 
immediate discussion partne- 
rs.” 

“President Sadat has profo- 
undly disturbed the peace eff- 
ort undertaken by the inter- 
national community and I th- 
ink those who deal with him 
should underline this fact,” he 
said. 

The summit had been sche- 
duled to end today, but infor- 
med sources said Col. Qadha- 
fi’s late arrival would almost 
certainly prolong the discussi- 
ons until tomorrow. 

Statement issued 

The statement read to jour- . 
nalists outside the conference 
hall strongly condemned Presi- 
dent Sadat, reaffirmed support 
for the Palestinians and war- 
red Western powers against in- 
tervention in the Arab- Israeli 
iispute. 

"Forsaking Palestine is not 
the price to be paid for peace 
in the Middle East,” the state- 
ment said. 

"Separate peace is not pea- 
ce. Capitulation is not peace. 
Peace without the adhesion of 
the Palestinian resistance Is 
war in abeyance.” 

The alliance said there was 
no ideological conflict in the 
Arab World.

Iraq thinks summit useless 

In Baghdad, Iraqi Informati- 
on Ministry official Nadim Al 
Yassin told a press conference 
last night that Iraq was not 
interested in attending confe- 
rences “which we are aware 
in advance are useless.” 

He said that If the outcome 
of the summit was “a continua- 
tion of the Tripoli summit held 
in December and from which 
Iraq withdrew, then we consi- 
der the reasons for withdrawal 
to be still there.”

Chinese leader accuses USSR of 
sowing dissent in Arab ranks 


PEKING, Feb. 3 (R). — Chin- 
ese Vice Premier Li Hsien 
nien last night called for .unity 
between the Arabs and Pales- 
tinians and bitterly attacked 
the Soviet Union at a banquet 
for a special envoy from Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat 

Egyptian Deputy Premier Mo- 
hammad Hassan Tohami, who 
is here to explain Egypt’s po- 
licy in the Middle East, was 
reported to be carrying a wri- 
tten message From President 
Sadat to Chinese Communist 
Party Chairman Hua Kuo-feng. 
Mr. Tohami had talks earlier 
yesterday with Mr. Li after 
arriving in Peking, 

Observers noted that the Ch- 
inese vice premier’s speech, ca- 
rried by the New China News 
Agency (NCNA\ heavily stres- 
sed the need for Arab unity 
but made no mention of Pre- 
sident Sadat’s peace initiative 
in the Middle East. 

However, observers also no- 


ted Mr. Li basically followed 
the line Egypt has been taking 
on the question of the occupi- 
ed territories and the Palestin- 
ian problem. He referred in his 
speech to the friendly relations 
and cooperation between Ch- 
ina and Egypt. 

Canadian External Affairs 
Minister Don Jamieson said 
two days ago after talks with 
Chinese leaders that China su- 
pported Mr. Sadat’s peace mo- 
ves and felt it now was up 
to Israel to do more. 

Mr. Li said last night: "We 
are firmly against superpower 
aggression and interference in 
the Middle East countries. 

“Israel must withdraw from 
the occupied Arab territories, 
and the national rights of the 
Palestinian people must be res- 
tored. Only thus will it be pos- 
sible to bring about a reason- 
able settlement of the Middle 
East question.” 

He went on to say: “Arab- 
Palestinian strength through 


unity is not only an important 
guarantee for the victory of 
the Arab cause, it is also in the 
fundamental interests of the 
people of the whole Third Wo- 
rld in their anti-imperialist and 
anti-hegemonist struggle ... H 

Mr. Li attacked the United 
States and the "Israeli Zionist 
policies of aggression and ex- 
pansion”. 

But he reserved his most sca- 
thing comments for the So- 
viet Union. Without actually 
naming it, he said the “late- 
coming superpower” had done 
everything to encourage disse- 
nsion among the Arab countr- 
ies, to damage their unity, and 
to weaken and undermine the 
Arab front. 

The Chinese vice premier 
said it was his "sincere 
hope that Arab countries will 
set store by the common inte- 
rests of the Arab nation and 
exclude suoerpower interferen- 
ce and sabotage so as to att- 
ain closer unity.” 
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That’s lovely, 
but meaningless 

British Foreign Secretary Dr. David Owen’s 
speech this week to the Zionist Federation of Great 
Britain, in which he challenged Jews to apply their 
standards of human rights universally, is a speech 
that all Arabs applaud But, after the cheering stops, 
Dr. Owen wi'i find himself in a rather difficult cor- 
ner. For after he has told the Zionist Federation to 
do unto others as it would have others do unto it, 
we now ask Dr. Owen, and others who speak the 
same language that he does, to practice what they 
preach. 

It is fine and dandy for major political leaders of , 
the free democracies of Western Europe and North 
America to exhort all the people of the world to 
abide by incalculably fine standards of human rights 
and morality. But it is insufficient, we suggest, for 
these people simply -to tell others to behave nicely, 
while the policies of their own Western nations ex- 
plicitly support the policies of Israel which are based 
on an institutionalised and codified denial of 
Palestinian human rights. It is timely, perhaps, to 
remind Dr. Owen that action is the litmus test of 
one’s intent, and however fine one’s intentions may 
be, they remain embarrassingly hyprocritical masses 
of lovely but meaningless words if they are so over- 
whelmed, as they are today, by the Israeli denial of 
the fundamental rights of the Palestinians. 

Thus while Dr. Owen has done well to point out a 
hypocritical streak in the exciusivist Zionist concern 
about the human rights of Jews, he has also inadver- 
tently refocused attention on the underlying 
hypocrisy that characterises the Middle East posture 
of Great Britain, the United States, the EZC and all 
the others who are now so concerned about the uni- 
versality of human rights standards. That hypocrisy 
stems from the Western politician’s ability to tell 
others to behave nicely while he gives Israel the 
life-sustaining support to continue refraining from 
behaving nicely. There is a contradiction here that 
has to be worked out, and until it is, the words of 
moral exhortation from the West will be increasingly 
meaningless to us, and awkward for those who utter 
them.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT, on Friday, said the consensus seems to be that the 
Arabs have lost the will to re-create their solidarity as if a hi- 
gher fate has decreed Arab disunity. This is so because Israel 
is acting on clear bilateral bases in trying to work out separate 
deals with each Arab party alone. While the peace issue has 
boiled down to a conflict over settlements in Sinai and whether 
these are legal or not. the Arabs remain silent about the bigger 
issue of continued Israeli occupation of their lands. It is point- 
less, hence, to inquire about what is currently taking place sin- 
ce fate seems to have drawn up a specific role for each to play. 
While Arab solidarity is absent any results will be achieved at 
the expence of the Arabs. 

AL DUSTOUR said it is clear that the surprise trip which Is- 
raeli Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan is to make to the United 
States is a stop-gap measure decided upon to counter President 
Anwar Sadat’s visit there and his forthcoming talks with Ame- 
rican Jewish leaders. Israel considers American Jewry its own 
property and President Sadat’s parley with it can encroachment. 
Because if Mr. Sadat succeeds in convincing American Jewish 
leaders of his point of view President Carter’s hand may be fr- 
eed to pressure Israel into accepting a just peace -- and this is 
what Israel is afraid of.

States. JD 52 million from Ar- 
ab oil states and JD 
11 million in other aid. 

The minister said economic 
and technical aid to be rece- 
ived by the government will 
amount to JD 4 million. Loans 
and current aid commitments 
amount to JD 61 million. 

Dr. Dabbas significantly no- 
ted that total estimates for 
expenditure on capital and de- 
velopment projects amount to 
JD 170.2S9.006. The aim, he 
said, is to transfer Jordanian 
society from the stage of a 
services oriented economy to 
2 n industrialised economy in or- 
der that Jordan will be able 
to achieve self-sufficiency in 
the shortest possible time. 

"Jordan's self-confidence is 
boundless; its determination on 
building up its economy and 
providing citizens with a digni- 
fied way of life is unshakable,” 
Dr. Dabbas added. 

He pointed to the stabi- 
lity and security which Jordan 
now enjoys, thanks to the le- 
adership of His Majesty King 
Hussein. 

The Finance Minister descri- 
bed the state budget as a do- 
cument of hope and action. 
"Such a budget for a country 
like Jordan is considered ambi- 
tious. but less ambitious than 
the present government.” he 
said. 

Dr. Dabbas exoressed than- 
ks and appreciation for the co- 
ntinuous support to Jordan by 
Arab and friendly countries wh- 
ich strengthens the country's 
financial resources and ena- 
bles it to carry out its national 
and international duties. 


Richer outlook on 
foreign exchange 

I understand from an impec- 
cable source that Jordan's fo- 
reign exchange position has 
changed from a $70 million de- 
ficit in 1976 to an almost an- 
barrassingly large surplus in 
1977. Although the Central Ba- 
nk is still working on the fin- 
al figures the surplus is ex- 
pected to run into several hu- 
ndred million dollars. 

This dramatic change in the 
country's foreign exchange po- 
sition is attributed to substa- 
ntially increased remittances 
from Jordanians living and wo- 
rking in the Arab oil states, 
a noticeable resurgence of fore- 
ign tourist traffic to Jordan 
and substantial unilateral aid 
contributions from Arab and 
friendly states, and internati- 
onal agencies in support of 
Jordan’s development progra- 
mme. 

The 1977 surplus is not exp- 
ected to continue at such high 
levels however. Particularly as 
in 1978 and 1979 there are go- 
ing to be heavy outgoing tran- 
sfers to pay for development 
projects under way. 


Hitting the road 


Parked in the car park ad- 
jacent to the Intercontinental 
Hotel these days is an impre- 
ssive array of shining red veh- 
icles all proudly emblazoned 
with the emblem of General 
Motors Isuzu Caravan.

Unusual application for 
solar energy 


The government of Qatar 
has chosen a revolutionary me- 
thod of protecting its under- 
ground pipelines from corrosi- 
on. It seems that buried steel 
pipes will corrode and even- 
tually fracture, resulting in co- 
stly repairs or even closure of 
the pipelines. 

The corrosion is due to ele- 
ctrochemical reaction between 
the metal and its environment. 
The best example of this is 
when a steel pipe is left unpro- 
tected, particularly m hot hu- 
mid climates, it rapidly oxidi- 
ses and reverts to its original 
oxide form, losing both shape 


and usefulness.

sun to do the rest. 

It is only recently that sil- 
icon solar cells of this type 
have become available at a co- 
st which makes them viable 
for earth bound application 
and Qatar has had the foresi- 
ght to choose this system ma- 
king use of one natural resou- 
rce that seems unlikely to be 
depleted --the sun's rays.

BOUTIQUE 


Dear reader: I lay before you today a 
mystery as puzzling as a spy thriller and as 
challenging as a murder whodunit. Try, if 
you can, to solve It 

It started last weekend in the southern 
Dutch town of Maastrict where five children 
felt stomach pains after eating oranges im- 
ported from Israel. The children were taken 
to hospital, had their stomachs pumped and 
survived, without after-effects. An examina- 
tion found the oranges to contain a few tiny 
particles of mercury - - a poisonous substance. 

When the Dutch Health Ministry report- 
ed tiie incident a spokesman for the Israeli 
Citrus Marketing Board confirmed, in Tel 
Aviv on Wednesday, that some oranges ex- 
ported from the country contained "a metal 
substance” which he did not identify. But he 
went on to say that “after examining the 
fruit it was found that the damage occurred in 
Europe” -- not, he meant to emphasise, in 
Israel before packing and export 

This statement was followed the next day 
by a report from the Israeli Agricultural Mi- 
nistry that “no more than 20” Israeli oranges 
were found to contain the poison and these 
turned up in Holland and West Germany only. 
A West German official said the quantities 
of mercury found in the oranges were too 
small to endanger adults although children 
could suffer. 

Meanwhile, the international news agency 
Reuters revealed that it had received, in Lon- 
don on Tuesday night, a letter signed by an 
unknown group calling itself the Arab Revo- 
lutionary Army -- Palestine Command which, 
claimed that Palestinian workers in the Israe- 
li-occupied West Bank had poisoned oranges 
with mercury “to damage the Israeli econo- 
my.” A few hours later Reuters corrected 
Itself to say that the letter did not specify the 
West Bank but had said the poisoning took 
place in “Israeli-occupied Arab territories” in 
general. The group said. Reuters reported 
that copies of the letters had been sent to 18 
health ministries In Europe and the Arab 
World. Only two of these -- West Germany 
and Norway -- confirmed they received co- 
pies, according to Reuters. Four or five others 
denied receiving any while the remaining ma- 
jority never commented on the subject. 

Seeing the imolicatlons of the Reuters re- 
port Palestinian officials, on Wednesday night, 
vehemently denied any of their groups had 
anything to do with the fruit poisoning: they 
denied having ever heard of the named group; 
thev rejected the attempt to blacken Pales- 
tinian renutation and stated that the Pales- 
tinians fight their Israeli enemy in the open 
and not by endangering the lives of innocent 
people around the world. 


The Israeli media, however, was not imp- 
ressed. Thursday morning's newspapers pub- 
lished comments saying that “Palestinian ter- 
rorists ... now send their freedom fighters to 
stab --if not with the sword, at least with 
the syringe." The papers wondered: “Are the 
rejectionist Arabs launching a new fashion — 
arsenic in your whiskey (and) scorpions in 
your sack of potatoes?” 

Suddenly, the whole tiling was turned 
upside-down when, on Thursday, Loth Hol- 
land and West Germany reported discovering 
two more mercury-tainted oranges, one In 
each country. This time, though, they were 
Spanish orangesl According to Reuters, this 
caused officials to discount the idea that the 
Palestinians were at all responsible. The Isra- 
eli and Spanish oranges found to contain mer- 
cury were, finally, traced back to a distribu- 
tion depot in Belgium. 

That is the story so far. It is obvious that 
the poisoning had been done deliberately and 
did not happen as a result of “natural" poll- 
ution. One would think of mercury polluting 
sea food rather than citrus fruit and, in any 
case, the damage had occurred to only a few 
oranges not to a whole crop. It is more likely 
that the oranges were poisoned in Europe -- 
say Belgium - - rather than In the place of or- 
igin since it would have had to be In both 
Israel and Spain in such a case. Further, who- 
ever poisoned the fruit did so with the inten- 
tion of creating a scare rather than kill any- 
one because a few number of oranges were 
tampered with and a small amount of mercu- 
ry was injected -- not dangerous to adults 
and not lethal to children. Finally, this per- 
son was not Palestinian since it would be 
pointless, even self-defeating, to poison Spa- 
nish oranges. 

The result, then, is that someone poison- 
ed a few Israeli and Spanish oranges some- 
where in West Europe with a non-Tethal am- 
ount of mercury with the intention of creat- 
ing a scare and blamed the Palestinians In 
letters he sent to West Germany, Norway 
and Reuters such that the resulting publicity 
would focus on the TsraeU-Palestinlan confli- 
ct. In specific terms on Israeli oranges and 
Palestinian “terrorism”. Who is this some- 
one? 

The answer, as in any good thriller or 
whodunit, must be the one with the motive. 
The question is who stands to gain oat of the 
incident? Of the parties Involved -- Hollana 
West Germany, Reuters, Israel and the Pales- 
tinians -- none stand to gain anything In the 
strict sense of tire word. Does any of them 
stand to “gain” something In anothe r sen se 
of the word? Tell me if you can answer.

Israel orders striking 
tanker crew back to work 

TEL AVIV, Feb. 3 (R). — The Israeli government yesterday 
Issued emergency back-to-work orders to the crew of an oil 
tanker following Wednesday’s intensification of the two-week 
old merchant marine strike here. 

It was the first government intervention in the strike wh- 
ich since Wednesday has affected the local oil tanker fleet and 
cargo ships carrying essential supplies. 

The two unions representing seamen and officers went on 
strike deman ding Higher wages which several navigation com- 
panies rejected. 

State emergency regulations authorise the cabinet to order 
employees on strike back to work if the stoppage affects state 
affairs as in the case of essential oil supplies.

LISBON, Feb. 3 (R). — Por- 
tuguese Prime Minister Mario

U.S. proposes nuclear 

fuel bank, pleas for

delay on fast-breeder 


PARIS, Feb. 3 (R). — - The United States today propos e the cr&: 
ation of an international nuclear fuel bank to nunimlse the risk 
of atomic weapon proliferation. It also renewed Its plea for a 
delay in the development of test-breeder reactors whidi produce 
plutonium, the raw material for the manufacture of nuclear we- 
apons. 

■ Mr. Dale Myers, UA Under Secretary in the Department of 
Energy, made the proposal when he addressed e conference mar- 
king the 20th anniversary of the Nuclear Energy Agency of the 
24-nation Organisation for Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD). The proposed bank would stock-pile uranium and 
enriched uranium supplies to meet world needs, he said. 

Mr. Myers said the United States was not seeking "to Imp- 
ose our will on foreign nuclear programmes, to harass the breed- 
er efforts of others or to preach a new morality.” 

He said the nuclear industry must enlist public confidence In 
the planning and operation of nuclear facilities. France has dec- 
l ared it s readiness to join the United States and other nuclear 
powers in preventing nudear arms proliferation, but is pushing 
ahead with its plutonium-fuelled programme for a test-breeder 
reactor. 

Despite a violent anti -nuclear demonstration last summer In 
which one man was killed, the French are developing their first 
commercial test-breeder and plan to export their advanced tech- 
nology under strict safeguards, officials said. 

West German, Japanese and Spanish delegates said after Mr. 
Myers’ speech that the U.S. proposal for a world fuel was 
not an adequate answer to their needs. "At best the proposed 
bank would compare with our pres ent 90-day no guarantee aga- 
inst a possible uranium, embargo, one delegate told: Reuter.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (R). — U.S. Treasury Secretary Michael Bhnnenthal said y e s ter da y 
President Carter’s proposed multi-billion dollar tax on American erode oil had run Into serious 
trouble. 

The proposed tax on economic crude is bogged down In Congress together with the rest 
of the Carter oil conservation plan, which is designed to cut U.S. reliance -on imported petro- 
leum. When Mr. Blumentha] appeared before the Senate Budget C^nu^tjge, Sgpt, ..RohSTt-Jtole,!. a 
member of an energy panel considering the Carter plan, told hinr the crude on tax was dead. 
Mr. -Blumentha! replied: "T hope it is not dead — It is not in good health, however.” 

The Treasury secretary urged Congress to help the administration shape some alternative 
If the tax is not approved. Mr. Carter proposed a tax on price-controlled XJS. oil to lift it to 
world levels over a three-year period and discourage American consumption. 

The House of Representatives approved it and most of Mr. Carter's other energy tax, pric- 
ing and conservation policies. But the Senate refused- to approve the package, insisting Instead 
on a system mainly of tax cuts to encourage oil and natural gas production. Many observers 
think that the energy tax and conservation plan will remain in trouble unto Mr. Carter enters 
the negotiations with Congress personally.

Sometimes you must 
spurn it when you seem to 
need it. On other occasions, 
you must take it when it 
appears to be superfluous. 

North-South reached their 
optimum spot in quick time. 
Since his partner was a pass- 
ed hand, South suppressed 
any thought he might have 
had for slam after North 
jumped in diamonds, and 
simply settled for what look- 
ed like a sure thing. 

West led the queen of 
spades, which held the trick. 
Had he shifted to a heart,

the contract would have 
been beaten unless declarer 
possessed ESP powers, but 
we can attach no blame to 
West for electing to continue 
with a spade. 

Declarer ruffed and saw 
no problem. He drew trumps 
in two rounds, cashed the 
ace of clubs and led a dub 
to his king. When West 
showed out, declarer was in 
trouble. In order to avoid 
losing a club trick, he had 
to ruff three dubs in dum- 
my, but there were only two 
trumps on the table. In 
addition, the defenders were 
entitled to a heart trick for 
the third defensive trick. 

Declarer was unlucky to 
find a 5*1 dub break, but 
he had only himself to blame 
•for failing to make the con- 
tract. When East follows to 
the second round of dubs, 
declarer can guarantee the 
contract by finessing the 
ten. 

No, we are not result 
merchants. Let’s assume the 
worst: West wins the queen 
of dubs and returns a heart. 
Declarer wins the ace of 
hearts, but the club suit is 
now established since it can 
break no worse than 4-2.

2 Europeans captive 

PARIS, Feb. 3 (Agencies). — The Libyan-backed Chad National Liberation 
Front (Frolinat) has captured the main airport in Chad’s northern region as 
its forces moved onto the offensive, according to Frolinat representatives 
here. The representatives said yesterday that 1,000 guerrillas, using arms 
supplied by the Libyan Jamahiriyah, had swung onto the offensive and 
killed 100 government troops in the arid mountain region over the past 
two days. 


Frolinat said three French 
air force men, in Chad as mi- 
litary advisers, were killed 
when a Chad government tra- 
nsport plane was shot down 
by guerrillas. 

Last night a French gov- 
ernment spokesman said Fro- 
linat guerrillas had taken ho- 
stage 20-year-old Frenchman 
Christian Marie Jean Masse. 
The spokesman refused Co 
confirm radio reports that a 
Swiss national had also been 
taken hostage. 

Unconfirmed reports say Fr- 
olinat is demanding a ransom 


of 300 million CFA francs 
(5500,000) for each hostage 
as well as the withdrawal of 
300 French military advisers 
in Chad. 

Chad and the Libyan Jama- 
hiriyah are in dispute over 
the huge stretch of Land in the 
north of Chad known as the 
Aouzou strip, which the Chad 
government says has been il- 
legally occupied by Libyans. 

In Bern, a Swiss Foreign 
Office spokesman today said 
Switzerland will seek the un- 
conditional release of Andre 
Pierre Kuemmevling, the Swiss 


national held hostage by the 
Frolinat movement. 

Foreign Office Press Chief 
Ernst Andres said that Swit- 
zerland will not pay arty ran- 
som nor will It yield to any 
other conditions that may be 
put by the rebels. 

Mr. Andres said that Swit- 
zerland will cooperate with the 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross and the French go- 
vernment in its efforts to ob- 
tain die release of Kue m mer- 
lin g who was captured along 
with the French national.

YELLOWKNIFE, Canada, Feb. 
3 (Agencies). — An attempt 
will be made today to move 
a highly radioactive fragment 
of the fallen Soviet satellite 
from the ice-covered eastern 
end of Great Slave Lake. 

Capt. Greg Hogan, a Cana- 
dian military spokesman, said 
the fragment would be put in 
a lead container weighing abo- 
ut 135 kgs. then flown to Ed- 
monton for analysis. 

Four other objects from the 
nuclear-powered Cosmos 954 
which flashed into the earth's 
atmosphere Jan. 24 were dis- 
played yesterday at a news 
conference at a military base 
near Edmonton. 

The objects -- a large can- 
ister-shaped piece of metal and 
three smaller fragments -- we- 
re not radioactive. Dr. Roger 


Eaton, a scientific adviser to 
Canada’s Atomic Energy Cont- 
rol Board, said. 

The material was recovered 
on Wednesday from the ice of 
Great Slave Lake near Relian- 
ce, about 1,000 kms. northeast 
of Edmonton. 

Dr. Eaton said the metal "st- 
rongly ‘suggests something like 
a rocket engine," but he could 
not confirm this. He said the 
three smaller pieces probably 
broke off the canister when it 
landed. 

So far no confirmed pieces of 
the reactor and its uranium 
fuel have been detected. • 

Scientists say the reactor 
may have burned out during 
the satellite’s fiery re-entry 
into the earth’s atmosphere, 
or it may be on the ground so- 
mewhere.

India releases anti-Shah demonstrators 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 3 (Agenc- 
ies). — A Delhi magistrate 
today released 112 students, 
including 17 Iranians, arrested 
yesterday during a noisy de- 
monstration here against the 
Shah of Iran when he arrived 
on a four-day visit. 

The Shah and Empress Far- 
ah began their engagements 
today amid tight police secu- 
rity. 

The students were released 


after they gave assurances 
they would appear in court 
when their cases come up. 

The Iranian students had de- 
fied orders forbidding them 
from leaving their registered 
addresses without prior police 
permission. 

In Islamabad, meanwhile, 
Pakistani officials said today 
that they oppose the Shah of 
Iran’s plan for an Asian com- 


mon market, extending from 
Iran to Bangladesh. The Shah 
has suggested a common mar- 
ket linking Iran, Afghanistan, 
Pakistan, India, Bangladesh 
and Nepal. 

The idea is to promote co- 
mmerce between six nations, 
and ensure flow of goods ne- 
eded by Iran which is enga- 
ged in a massive development 
programme following the oil 
boom. 


A government official said: 
"Pakistan does not think that 
the setting up of the common 
market at this stage by the 
countries having different eco- 
nomic patterns will serve any 
useful purpose”

Dutch find poisoned oranges 


LEEUWARDEN. Netherlands, 
Feb. 3 (Agencies). ■ — The dis- 
covery of more oranges injec- 
ted with mercury was reported 
In the north of Holland today 
hut police said tests so far 
had foiled to establish their 
origin. 

The contaminated fruit tur- 
ned up in the home of a Lee- 
u warden family who pressed 
out several oranges and got 
juice containing mercury drop- 
lets, police said. 

Previous discoveries of co- 
ntaminated stocks In Holland 
have all been In the south 
of the country, about 160 mi- 
les away. 

The Dutch have confirmed 
that some of the contaminated 
oranges came from Israeli im- 
ports, but one was found in 
what was described as non- 
Israeli stock. West German au- 
thorities reported yesterday 
the discovery of a contamina- 
ted Spanish orange. 

The only known, victims of 
the poisoning so far have be- 
en five Dutch schoolchildren 
who had their stomachs pum- 
ped after eating mercury-inje- 
cted oranges. They- are now 
back home again and in good 
health. 

A spokesman for one big 
West German supermarket ch- 
ain in Bonn said yesterday 
orange sales fell off consider- 
ably after Wednesday’s scare 
and trading losses could amo- 
unt to millions of marks.

Donald Woods: Case of S. African censorship 


The International Press Institute Annual World Press Free- 
dom Review says journalism is becoming one of the world’s 
riskiest professions. It cites kidnappings in six countries, bo- 
mbings in six, murders in six, torture and other forms of as- 
sault in eight and detention in 25 -- all in non-communist 
countries. Now the escape of Editor Donald Woods has high- 
lighted the personal as well as the professional pressures on 
journalists in South Africa.

LONDON — The escape of 
Donald Woods, banned editor 
of the East London Daily Des- 
patch, will not have been al- 
together unwelcome to a gov- 
ernment in South Africa which 
is bent on gradually strang- 
ling press freedom without ac- 
tually appearing to do so. 

The pressures on newspap- 
ermen in South Africa have 
been growing for years. The 
strategy is not to attack the 
press head-on by imposing 
straightforward censorship, 
but to make life so wearing 
and complicated for those jo- 
urnalists who oppose the gov- 
ernment that they are forced 
into a position of self-censor- 
ship. 

It is a war of nerves. Those 
who cannot stand the strain 
of persona] and professional 
harrassment may either give 
up the struggle or decide to 
leave the country. 

Already in recent years so- 
me of the most outspoken jo- 
urnalists, of whom Donald 
Woods is the most important, 
have left; several others are 
wondering how much longer 
they can stick It out. In the 
end personal considerations 
inevitably come Into play: for 
how long can a journalist in- 
volve his wife and children in 
the strain -- and in a situa- 
tion that seems likely to go 
on for years to come? It is 
not as if there Is any light 
at the end of the tunnel. The 
situation, it appears, will only 
get worse. 4 

Thus the South African go- 
vernment is gradually achiev- 
ing its objective - - curbing 
publication of unpalatable fa- 
cts and criticism of die gov- 
ernment in those publications 


that give It the most trouble, 
the English-language newspap- 
ers. 

Harrassment 

With Woods’s escape the per- 
sonal harrassment is being 
well documented -- the shots 
at his house while he was 
away and his wife was alone; 
the acid impregnated T-shirt 
sent to one of the children. 

Long before Woods was de- 
clared a banned person a few 
months ago, while he was ed- 
iting the paper, there had be- 
en incidents of harrassment 
against him and others by the 
Special Branch. It Is several 
years since one South African 
editor told me how, when he 
was out at lunch one day, le- 
ftwing books were planted in 
his office so that when police 
called to see him they could 
- - and did - - make a case 
against him. 

Journalism is a nerve-rack- 
ing enough profession anyway 


- just producing a daily pa- 
per is a physical strain. It is 
infinitely worse if you are su- 
bject to the web of legalities 
that now enmeshes journalists 
In South Africa. 

Legalities 

For instance, there are now 
hundreds of banned persons in 
the country and It is Illegal 
to publish statements by them. 
Newspapers must keep card in- 
dex files to keep track of th- 
' em all. 

Under the Internal Security 
Act a journalist can be ban- 
ned and thus deprived of his 
livelihood (as happened to Wo- 
ods) or a newspaper can be 
banned (as happened to the 
African newspaper the World). 

Under the Prisons Act re- 
ports putting prison conditions 
in an unfavourable light can- 
not be published. 

Under the Sabotage and 
Terrorism Acts it is easy to 
step over the line and find 
oneself accused of instigating 
or inditing anyone to commit 
any of a wide range of listed 
actions. 

Benjamin Pogrund, Deputy 
Editor of the Johannesburg 
Rand Daily Mail, recently wr- 
ote a derailed article in his 
paper describing the fetters on 
the press. ' He said: “Newspap- 
ers live under constant and 


enormous risk in their news 
reports, editorial comment, po- 
litical comment, letters to the 
editor and advertisements. Any 
infringement of the Terrorism 
Act can mean a compulsory 
minimum of five years’ impri- 
sonment.” 

Under the Unlawful Organi- 
sations Act many organisations 
are banned and it is a crime 
to publish their views. A jo- 
urnalist getting information or 
a document about a banned 
organisation can be forced to 
give up the information under 
threat of imprisonment 

Under the Riotous Assemb- 
lies Act newspapers are aga- 
in tightly restricted on all ma- 
tters pertaining to the count- 
ry’s racial situation. 

Under the Criminal Proce- 
dure Act journalists can be 
jailed for not disclosing infor- 
mation. 

On top of all this there is 
the difficulty of news gather- 
ing because of restrictions on 
freedom of movement Black 
journalists must get permiss- 
ion to be in an urban area 
more than 72 hours at a time. 

The results of these thou- 
sands of regulations - -to wh- 
ich have to be added the co- 
mplicated laws of contempt of 
court --is that the men res- 
ponsible for what appears in 
the paper -- the editor and 
his executives, must spend 


much of their working day 
not news gathering but consul- 
ting legal advisers. One exe- 
cutive told me recently that 
whereas a few years ago he 
might make one call a day 
about a legal query he is now 
making a dozen or more calls. 

Result: Anxiety 

The strain and anxiety of 
all this is clear. Inevitably jo- 
urnalists find themselves imp- 
osing self-censorship. For th- 
ose with families considerati- 
ons of protecting the liveliho- 
od of them all come into play. 

As Pogrund has written: 
“Any journalist who claims 
that he is not affected by this 
maze of restrictions Is simply 
not even trying to fulfil his 
function of reporting on the 
totality of South African soci- 
ety. If he is trying he cannot 
avoid bumping up against the 
restrictions day In and day 
out.” 

At the same time, while gr- 
adually achieving its object of 
throttling the press, the gov- 
ernment has by its tactics ma- 
naged to maintain the impres- 
sion overseas that the press is 
free. 

To some extent it still is - - 
the fact that Pogrund’s article 
setting out all the restrictions 
could be published at all can 
be cited by the government 



to prove it 

But this is an illusion. So- 
uth Africans may be able to 
read on one day, as they did 
in this article, about the me- 
asures that are taken against 
the press, but they are not 
able to read the details of 
what is going on in their co- 
untry day by day. The article's 
impact may last a few days; 
the negative impact of the re- 
gulations themselves is' perma- 
nent 

The heroes are those editors 
and other journalists in South 
Africa who are daily strugg- 
ling with the strains and stres- 
ses and trying to print the 
truth despite them. The exte- 
nt of the physical and mental 
risks they are often running 
is not always recognised out- 
side the country. 

The sad truth is that the 
South African government is 
slowly getting its way. Many 
of the fighting journalists are 
having to give up the struggle 
and leave the country for one 
reason or another, and many 
of those who stay are being 
worn down by the regulations. 
The criticism, is steadily being 
silenced. 

The loss of Donald Woods 
from tiie journalistic scene Is 
another step along this road. 


Black, white civil war in S. Africa 
probably inevitable, says Donald Woods 

NEW HAVEN, Connecticut, Feb. 3 (AP). — A major civil war between blacks and whites in racially-troubled South Africa is 
probably Inevitable, banned South African Editor Donald Woods told an audience of 500 students at Yale University. “It's un- 
likely that after 30 years of Incriminations that anything will be achieved at the bargaining table,” Woods said. But he added, 
“you’ve got to keep working. If you concede, you wash your hands of the whole thing.” The journalist addressed the audi- 
ence last week when he appeared as a Poynter Fellow. Woods predicted that if no progress is made in negotiations in South 
Africa, war Is “less than three years away” and that “after one-and-a-halY - years irreparable damage will have been done to the 
country. Unless International pressure can compel the Pretoria government toSthe negotiating table, the kind of conflict that 
Will result will not be the kind that other governments can turn their backs on/VWoods said. “It will affect every nation pro- 
foundly.” Woods, who worked for the Daily Dispatch of East London, fled SoutH^Africa on Dec. 31 after the South African 
government had banned him from the public beginning on Oct 19 because of his criQei^m of the government's radal policies. 
He now lives in Great Britain. -•
